ORDINANCE, 1969

Promulgated by the Vice-President acting as President in the 
Twentieth Year of the Republic of India. 


An Ordinance further to amend tlie Banaras Hindu University Act, 

1915. 

Where.\s Parliament 15 not in session and the Vice-President acting as 
President is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the Vice-President acting as President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance; — 


1 . (1) This Ordinance may be called the Banaras 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1969- 

(2) It shall come into force at once.

2. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Banaras Hindu 
University Act, 1915 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), shall tempo- 
have effect subject to the amendment ,a[iecihed in section 3. ^amended.

3. In section 5 of the principal Act, after sub-section (7), the following 
sub-section shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in the other provisions 
of this Act or in the Statutes, the Ordinances, the Regulations and 
the rules, if any, made thereunder, the Visitor shall have the power 
to issue directions to the Vice-Chancellor for the postponement of the 
reopening of the University after a vacation if in the opinion of the 
Visitor it is necessary to do so in the interests of the University or 
in the public interest and the Vice-Chancellor shall be bound to 
comply with such directions.”.
